irector Brigitte Berman accepts that the image people hold 

of Hugh Hefner — Playboy’s publisher/lothario clad in 

silk pyjamas with a half-naked woman on each arm — 

will continue to reign supreme, she just wants us to 

know there’s a lot more to the 84-year-old cultural icon. 

Did you know he airlifted Vietnamese orphans to 

safety in the Playboy jet during the Vietnam war, or that 

he helped free a woman jailed for having an abortion, or 

that he deliberately flouted segregation laws by hiring black 
entertainers to work his clubs? 

We learn this, and a whole lot more, in Berman’s documentary 
nod to Hef, Hugh Hefner: Playboy, Activist and Rebel. 

“I made the film because I wanted to show another side of him,” 
Says an animated Berman in a recent Toronto interview. Born in 
Germany, Berman immigrated to Canada when she was 13 and 
began her filmmaking career producing documentaries at the CBC. 
The Oscar-winner (she picked up a statue for her 1985 doc Artie Shaw: 
Time is All You’ve Got) says Hefner’s belief in social justice is a story 
that hasn’t been told. 
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“Whatever you may say about him, his sense of integrity is 
remarkably strong. It’s all there, you cannot deny what he’s done for 
civil rights, first amendment rights.” 

However, sorting through Hefner’s personal archives — including 
every issue of Playboy, which first hit stands in 1953 — to tell the 
story proved a daunting task. “He started his scrapbooks at the age 
of 15, there’s over 2,000 scrapbooks,” says Berman. “So I just began 
at the beginning. I’m a researcher at heart and I got a little lost in 
them. It would be three in the morning and I would still be in the 
Playboy mansion, in the attic on the third floor.” 

And sometimes Hefner would be there beside her in his pyjamas 
sorting through the books. But Berman says he never interfered 
with her work, which initially manifested itself as a seven-and-a- 
half-hour first cut of the film. Edited down to just over two hours, 
Berman showed the film to Hefner. 

“He was in tears and he was very deeply moved,” she says, “but 
he also laughed a lot. That was nice.” ἢ

perfect specimen named Roland (Patrick Wilson). In a moment of 
booze- and drug-addled desperation, Wally commits an astound- 
ingly icky act, destroying Roland’s donation and replacing it with 
his own. He then forgets what he did, and can’t admit his mistake 
to Kassie when the results become evident years later. 

That plot has Bateman concerned. “There’s some comedy there, 
but it’s not the knee-slapping comedy that I’m sure would make 
marketing easy,” he muses. “There are some challenging plot mo- 
ments in the movie. After all, she’s looking for a sperm donor and 
I switch my sperm for his. She has my kid and she doesn’t know it, 
so there are some challenging things to navigate there, both in the 
story and also from a marketing standpoint.” 

At least The Switch has Aniston, one of today’s more reliable box- 
office draws, to bank on. Like Bateman, she grew up in a showbiz 
household; both her parents were actors. Bateman’s dad Kent 
directed films and television and ran a Hollywood stage company, 
and his sister Justine was on the long-running sitcom Family Ties. 

“I’ve known Jennifer a real long time,” Bateman says. “We’re 
great, great friends and get along really well. We didn’t know each 
other as kids, just basically from the start of Friends. I was on another 
show on the same network, so we bumped into each other a lot. We 
were somewhat in the same circle of friends after that, and it was 
nice to finally get a chance to work with her. We’d always wanted to.” 

Apparently it went well enough; Aniston and Bateman are 
currently making the comedy Horrible Bosses together. It should be 
out next year. 

As for The Switch’s poor Wally, he’s a neurotic pessimist who fits 
neatly into Bateman’s recent filmography. While Bateman under- 
stands he’s lucky to be where he is right now, he still views his 
prospects as constricted and precarious. 

“I’ve done other stuff, but I’m usually the straight man in the 
middle ofthe storm,” Bateman observes. “111 take a niche; Isuppose, 
by definition, that means you’re being constantly employed, which 
is really sort of the goal. 1 mean, I’d love longevity in a business that 
doesn’t specialize in that. 
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“But I would love to do stuff that is character-driven, too, 
that’s sort of antagonistic as opposed to the protagonist. I’ll do 
that when I’m asked. But right now, obviously as a result of 
Arrested Development, sort of being that prototypical straight- 
man protagonist, sort of victim-type comedy...I’ll ride that.” 

Bateman’s toddler daughter Francesca enters the room, fresh 
from playing in the pool. She sits quietly and contentedly on her 
father’s lap, well-behaved but also, quite obviously, shy. Still, 
there’s a sparkle to her, so I ask dad if he sees her going into the 
family business. 

“I certainly hope not,” Bateman says. “Acting is not great for 
kids. By definition, you’re trying to teach yourself how to be 
somebody that you’re not at a time when you’re trying to figure 
out who you are. It’s kind of a head trip, even for adults. It’s a 
horrible way to make a living. I’ve had a great career, and I still 
don’t know where my next job is coming from. You’re constantly 
getting fired, effectively; each time a project’s over with, you’ve 
got to go out for another job interview.” 

Bateman is trying to diversify into writing, directing and 
producing — as he does for DumbDumb — for the creative sat- 
isfaction but also, as he puts it, to “play in multiple departments 
in the business as opposed to just waiting for the phone to ring 
and looking for a part to play.” 

It doesn’t look like the phone will go quiet anytime soon, 
though, and Bateman is grateful for that. When discussing how 
things have worked out and where he’s at now, he even cracks a 
bit of a grin. Not a smug one, but a smile nevertheless. 

“I feel very fortunate, to say the least, that Arrested Development 
came along,” Bateman says. “That was definitely a rebirth, 
there wasn’t much of a heartbeat there before that show. Going 
through that atrophy has made me appreciate this renewed 
moment of relevance, and I’m trying to be a little smarter about 
it this time.” ἢ

manager, no publicist and no official business phone. The only way to 
reach him is through an upstate New York P.O. Box and an L.A.-based 
lawyer who occasionally fields calls. Other than divorces (two), Murray 
doesn’t seem to have much use for a lawyer. He finds official work 
agreements, well, insulting. 

“I’m not signing a contract,” he says. “My word is my word. I’m 
showing up for work.” 

Imagine how this sat with Get Low producer Dean Zanuck. Zanuck’s 
father, Richard, and grandfather, Darryl, ran Twentieth Century Fox. 
The lad grew up in a family used to getting its way. Still, he had to 
wait and wonder like all the rest who dealt with Murray before him. 

The film’s most prominent investor agreed to subsidize a 
substantial $5.5-million (U.S.) of the $7.5-million budget with one 
caveat: that Murray scribble his signature on a contract. Zanuck had 
mentioned Murray to lure backers when the actor expressed interest

after reading Chris Provenzano and C. Gaby Mitchell’s script and 
watching Schneider’s Oscar-winning short, Two Soldiers (2003). (All 
arrived by mail and Murray took his time in responding.) Zanuck 
explained to the investor that Murray felt contracts were bad luck. 

“We were in so deep at this point,” Zanuck confides. “We started 
to see that if he didn’t do the movie, it was going to fall apart.” 

Another agonizing six months of sparse communication followed 
by snail mail. The shoot date crept closer. Finally, Murray showed up 
on set when the cameras were ready to roll. In this interview at a 
Manhattan hotel, Murray snickers at the “bureaucrats” who insist on 
contracts. He isn’t a fan of agents either. He parted ways with his 
agent when the agent’s assistant kept calling him and, when he 
didn’t answer, refused to hang up. “Why would! ever want to talk to 
anyone who would let the phone ring 90 times?” he asks. 

The 59-year-old Wilmette, Illinois, native earned his independence 
by supplying more than three decades of populist, often goofball, 
entertainment. Hits such as Caddyshack (1980) and Groundhog Day 
(1993) made him a movie star. The Royal Tenenbaums (2001) and 
Lost in Translation (2003), for which he received a Best Actor Oscar 
nomination, fuelled a comeback. 

Get Low keeps Murray in that more serious vein as he plays a 
complicated character who, the actor admits, took some figuring 
out. “What has he done with his life and what about his regrets and 
how can he change the sort of behaviour that’s made him the kind of 
guy who would take a long car ride with all the money in the car and 
think about maybe not coming back, and yet he can’t give up on 
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[himself] yet?” Murray says of the conflicted Frank Quinn. 

The analysis ends there. Comic relief comes a bit easier. As he 
often does, Murray kept the set loose, according to Sissy Spacek, 
who plays a mystery figure from Felix Bush’s past. She recalls 
Murray’s critique of her Depression hairdo. “Every time I would 
come out of makeup after four hours of sitting under a hairdryer, Bill 
would say, ‘Hey Grandma!’” 

Strasberg he isn’t, either. Even with a pair of Academy Award 
winners like Duvall and Spacek with whom to exchange lines, 
Murray resists conversation about craft. “Talk is for losers,” he says. 
“Shut up and work. Turn the camera on. Let’s go.” 

As Murray points out, he began his dramatic training a generation 
ago as a sketch player on Saturday Night Live, experience which he 
says helps him bring every character to life. “A film script is in two 
dimensions and it doesn’t take into account the third dimension, so 
when you actually do it in space there’s a different thing that 
happens that you can’t write on a page.

match, then retreated into silence again. “So it’s just kind of a 
dreamy thing,” he says. 

His next project will probably arrive by mail any day now. Here’s 
hoping the filmmakers don’t expect a quick reply — or a contract. 

Says Murray: “As far as the jobs go, I sort of realized a long time 
ago that I’m just going to do the ones I like and one of them is 
going to hit.”

Gilbert hasn’t disclosed the name of the ashram where she 
meditated and met god in the Pray portion of Eat Pray Love, but it’s 
widely believed to be the Gurudev Siddha Peeth at Ganeshpuri.

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First in the Twilight movies, then with an Oscar-nominated 
performance in Up in the Air, and now as Michael Cera’s sister in 
the Toronto-set Scott Pilgrim vs. the World, Anna Kendrick is 
getting a lot of attention for her supporting roles eo sy sos srrauss 
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n Scott Pilgrim vs. the World, mild-mannered funnyman 
Michael Cera uncharacteristically kicks the stuffing out of 
seven of his lady love’s exes. 

The Beanpole from Brampton dutifully trained in mixed 
fighting disciplines and assorted other skills for the 
movie’s unique battle scenes. But one question remains: 
Can Cera hold his own against Anna Kendrick? 

After all, the formidable American “It Girl” has a certain unbeatable 
quality about her. Kendrick, who turns 25 this month, earned an 
Academy Award nomination for her work in last year’s Up in the Air, 
is a regular in the blockbuster Twilight movie franchise and is one of 
the youngest people ever nominated for a Tony Award (she was 12). 

Plus she specializes in playing supersmart, Type-A personalities, 
just the kind of person who can destroy a Toronto slacker like Scott 
with her withering words. Which makes Kendrick the perfect choice 
to play Scott’s sarcastic sister, Stacey. 

“I basically just judge Scott for all of his life choices and tell him 
how to live, which was fun,” Kendrick says of her character during a 
Beverly Hills interview. “But I care about him, too.” 

“Anna’s really great,” Cera says. “We didn’t do a lot of scenes to- 
gether — she’s mostly telling me what I should be doing over the 
phone — but she was a lot of fun. She’s really good for that part.” 

“Michael’s a sweetheart,” Kendrick graciously lobs back. “He’s 
just what you’d hoped that he would be, unassuming and just so 
sweet you almost want to give him a hug every time you look at 
him. There’s something almost Southern about him; I know he’s 
from Canada, but he’s so laid-back. He’s, like, a relaxing person to 
be around.” 

The film is based on Canadian cartoonist Bryan Lee O’Malley’s 
graphic novel. Many presume that Stacey Pilgrim is a thinly veiled 
version of the artist’s own sister, also named Stacey. 

Kendrick says maybe, maybe not so much. “I got to meet the real 
Stacey Pilgrim, which was amazing,” she recalls. 

“Stacey Lee O’Malley is half-Asian, so we’re not exactly the same,” 
she explains. “She seemed really, really sweet. I was like, ‘You gota 
bad rap in these books!’ But she did say that she used to give Bryan 
a really hard time about whoever he was dating. So that’s where 
that came from.” 
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Directed by wry English prankster Edgar Wright (Shaun of the Dead, 
Hot Fuzz), the Pilgrim movie reportedly boasts some of the most 
bizarre action sequences seen in years. “It was all really, really clev- 
erly done,” Cera confirms. “Bill Pope shot the movie, and he was the 
cinematographer for The Matrix and Spider-Man [2]. So it’s going to 
look really cool.” 

Kendrick, true to her nature, describes the film’s prospects with a 
bit more intensity. 

“All the boys are gonna geek out so hard when this movie comes 
out,” she says. “It’s hard to describe tonally, but it’s like if Ferris Bueller 
had to kung fu fight a ton of characters. It would seem absolutely 
surreal, but that would be the kind of beauty of it. 

“You should start emotionally preparing yourself now. People are 
not going to know what hit them, I’ve never seen anything like it. I 
think it’s going to make the fastest movie you’ve ever seen look like 
a Merchant Ivory film.” continued >

Perhaps if she were from England and not from Maine, Kendrick 
would have fit into those talky Merchant Ivory films quite smartly. As 
a child, she bugged her bewildered parents — mom’s an accountant, 
dad was a teacher who’s now in the banking business — to drive her 
to and from New York auditions. It paid off when, at age 12, she be- 
came the second youngest person ever nominated for a Tony Award 
for her performance in a revival of High Society. 

Little Anna’s self-possessed nature would later work brilliantly on 
screen in Rocket Science, in which she played the motor-mouthed 
manipulator of a high school debate team captain, and then as 
George Clooney’s high-strung nemesis in last year’s Up in the Air. 

According to Kendrick, those sharp and confident girls are where 
the acting really comes in these days. 

“I think Iwas more ambitious as a child,” she muses. “Things seem 
more possible, there’s a sense of invincibility when you're a child. 
Insecurity too, but there’s this feeling that you can get what you 
want. I’ve gotten a little more timid as I’ve gotten older.” 

Hear that, guys? You shouldn't be afraid to approach her, no matter 
how intimidating she appears on screen. 

“I feel like I’m so shy in real life 
that I can’t imagine that perception 
would last very long,” she says. “I 
think women are more intimidat- 
ed, or for longer, because they see 
that underlying strength, maybe. 
But guys? Not that I’m aware of, 
anyway. I don’t really think of my- 
self as a man-eater.” 

Another plus: she spends a lot 
of time in Canada. After shooting 
Pilgrim in Toronto and two Twilight 
entries in B.C., Kendrick recently 
returned to Vancouver for the as- 
yet-untitled Seth Rogen cancer 
comedy. As of this writing, it was 
uncertain whether the last two 
installments of the Twilight saga 
would be filmed in B.C. as well. 
And since Kendrick’s character, 
Bella Swan’s human sidekick 
Jessica Stanley, doesn’t do much 
in the Breaking Dawn novel the 
movies will be based on, how 
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much of a role, if any, she’ll have in them is also a question mark. 

“The thing about playing a non-vampire/non-werewolfis that 
people don’t care about you,” Kendrick says with a shrug, seeming 
unconcerned. “But that means they leave you alone. It’s quite 
nice, actually.” 

And while it’s not likely to add to her collection ofnominations, 
Kendrick probably wouldn’t mind if Scott Pilgrim turned into a 
franchise as well, even if her role is just a supporting one. There 
are six books in the series, after all. 

“I don’t necessarily have to feel like I know Stacey Pilgrim inside 
and out,” Kendrick says of her role within the ensemble. “It’s nice 
to work from a place where it’s, like, what’s her voice, what’s her 
rhythm, what’s her physicality. I probably couldn’t tell you the 
psychological inner workings of Stacey Pilgrim, but it’s so fun to 
work from a place where you just feel like a contributor.

In 1999, during an appearance on TV’s 
Inside the Actors Studio, Sylvester Stallone told host James Lipton and 

everyone watching that he was through making action movies. 

He should have known better. 

In 2008, Stallone returned to the genre to make Rambo, the fourth 
pic in his notoriously violent and hugely popular John Rambo series. 

And now, at age 64, he straps on the guns and flak jacket for 
The Expendables, the summer’s throwback ’80s action pic starring 
not only Stallone, but old-timey action stars Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
Bruce Willis (together in an extended cameo), Dolph Lundgren, 
Eric Roberts, Mickey Rourke, and relative newbie action performers 
Jason Statham, Jet Li, Randy Couture and Steve Austin. 

Stallone also co-wrote and directs the film about a group of mer- 
cenaries who head to South America to dispose of a brutal dictator. 
It’s Stallone’s writing skills — he penned Rocky and 18 other movies 
— and directing chops (eight films to date) that set him apart from 
Hollywood’s pantheon of pumped-up stars. 

We spoke with a thoughtful Stallone on the line from L.A. And 
don’t be fooled by the mumbling delivery and droopy face (the result 
of a doctor using forceps on him during birth), Stallone is bright, and 
Surprisingly candid, discussing his long career as an action star.

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I said, ‘I can’t, [1] never get this group back together.’ So as soon as 
we wrapped the film, I had to go into surgery.” 


Was it a hard shoot all around? 

“It was warfare, I couldn’t believe how difficult this film was just 
from a technical standpoint. It was so complex ’cause all the actors 
needed their moments and we didn’t have a huge budget, and how 
do I keep pushing these fellows, seriously, a minimum of 18 hours a 
day? Guys are collapsing, there are injuries.” 


How did you assemble the cast? Did you call them and say, 
“Hey guys, I got this great idea for an old-school action movie?” 

“At first it was just me, Jet and Jason. Then I went with Randy and 
Steve, men who were celebrities in the wrestling world but who 
really had not been seen much in the filmic world.” 


And then you landed the big fish — Arnold Schwarzenegger 
and Bruce Willis. 

“That was a shot in the dark. I thought, boy I have this one situa- 
tion in the beginning which lights the fuse, starts the mission, and 
even though it’s an enlarged cameo it would great. Arnold and I are 
probably never going to work together, and Bruce, it would be rare, 
so I just started to pursue it. It took months and months because of 
their busy schedules — but I couldn't believe it, they agreed. I went, 
‘Whoa, this is fantastic.’ And they did it for free.” 


Really? 

“Yes, they did it for free on their own time. The minute we 
wrapped, Arnold was back in Sacramento and Bruce was on a plane 
to Turkey. We literally only had three and a half hours to do it. We did 
itin a church at 4 o’clock on a Saturday morning so Arnold wouldn’t 
catch any flack for working on state time.” 


You’re looking pretty ripped in the film. How hard is it to get 
into shape in your 60s? 

“It gets more difficult as you get older because of the wear and tear 
on the joints, so you have to readjust the types of workouts and be a 
little more scientific. And I had actually gotten too big on the last 
Rambo, I was, ‘What was I thinking.’ I said to my wife, ‘When were 
you going to tell me I was gigantic?’ So on this film I had to cut back 
about 25 pounds and that took a little bit of work, a major diet change.” 
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Do you think you suffered from body dysmorphia, where you 
start losing perspective on what your body actually looks like? 

“No doubt about it. No doubt. There’s no question in Rambo I 
thought, ‘Well, I look okay,’ and then when I saw myself outside 
the Rambo set, standing next to normal people, I thought, ‘My god 
man, you’ve become the beast from the east. What happened, 
you’re not meant to be 220 pounds.’ I’m meant to be 170.” 


What do you weigh right now? 
“lm 175.” 


It seems like The Expendables was made for your fans. They 
love the vintage Sly, and this is the movie they want to see you in. 

“I’m hoping for that. For many, many years there was a sense of 
being — almost, like, self-conscious — about this so-called action 
genre. Then I thought, ‘Why?’ I should be so happy because it’s 
just modern mythology, it’s The Hero’s Journey, it’s Joseph Campbell. 
If it’s done right it’s wonderful. Ever since I was a kid I’ve loved 
Steve Reeves as Hercules, and how he overcomes overwhelming 
odds, and I’ve still yet to outgrow that.” @
